OF SPAIN. . 
Army ef Arraou.— To His Royal Highness 
the Price cf Neufchatcl and Wagram, 
Najar Geveral, 

Monsiegneur=-Your sercne Mighness has 
been informed, by my preceding reports, of 
the difficulties encosuterd in Torming our 
aj proaches before Saguutum, im Censeyjuernce 
of the nature of the ground. We suerveded, 

„hewever, after 20 days labour aud fatizuas, me 
‘making a practicabie breach; but during this 
‘period Gen. Blake hed time to sumrmon to his 
‘aid, Mahi, General in-chief of the Aïimy af 
‘Marcia, with the wûole of the force which 
the insurgents, had disposable, amounting to 
G000 men. The division called that of Al. 
buera, under the orders of Jaardizabal and 
Zayas, joined to the divisions of Villa Campo 
anu Obispo, conswanded by O'Douncl aud 
Miranda, forming the army of Valencia, unit. 
ed with the Guerillas, composed a corps of 
above 20,000 infantry and 3000 cavalry. On 
the 24th of October, this corps advaûced, and 
took post on the heigbts of Puch, supporting 
its right on the sea, flanked by the English 
‘Bect, and its left resting upon Liva. Plake 
perceiving that Saguntum was on the point of 
‘falling, and that the battery of eight 24.poun. 
‘ders which 1 had ‘constructed, would 'svon tee 
“ide its fate, marched up 'to me to give battle, 
and oblige me to raise the siege.

“We were obliged to have the artillery for 
the seige broughtfrom Tortosa; but the lit. 
tle fort of Oropesa, which the enemy occupied 
în our rear, interrupted the way in a defile. 
A battery of three twenty-four pounders and 
a mortar was raised against tis fort, which 
gurrendered on the 1ith of October, after a 
Cannonade of eight hours, 

All that was necessary for the giege of Sa- 
guntum was then free to pass, and the too's 
and the sacks of earth wanted by the engi- 
meers, were forthwith conveyed thither. All 
the counterforts of the rocks were too low :o 
permit of our erscting in them works to bete 
ter in breach, axceptâ ridge of rocks stretche 
ing fer 290 tuiees in front of St. Fernando, so 
tEattheatizek was necessarily made en that 
side, . 

Qa the 5th ef October, the Officers of Fin. 
ginders commenced the approaches, formed 
covered ways throezh the rock, and ledged 
pigve's of iufa try witkin70 toises of St, Fer. 
man:e; the occasional protection 
which toy derive from the irregular form of 
the rack. 'ireartillery began to batter ja 
breach on the extremity of the platform at 
the distanse of 60 tuises. Colarel Henry and 
Hlajor Chulliot had a road formed with great 
diligence, in order to bring up 23-pounders to 
the battery. They were constantly obliged 
to level the rock by mining. 

On the t2:h, they gained the first point be. 
hind which they had stationed themselves, in 
order to reach the covert of the rock, which 
wins out from that on which St, Fernando is 
situated ; they gotthrough the rocks on the 
right, taking a:lvantage of such veins of earth 
as were in their way, and making use of sacks 
and gekiones. Oa the night of the 15th, they 
reached a place within 35 toises of the for. 
tress, covered hya head of the rock, which 
aForded a placeof rendezvous for the troops 
who were to be engaged in the assault, Ma. 
jor Challiot, who had directed a part of their 
works with great bravery, was severely 
wourded, 

Cuthe 17 b, theartilery hegan to bom. 
bard with three 2l-pounders, two howitzers, 
and five mortars. ‘They attempted the tower 
of the ontwork of St. Fernando. It was 
constructed of hardand thick mason work, 
and tie battery wasat too great a distance, so 
that the breach was but slowly effected, which 
induced a determination to batter the angle 
formed by the tower and the flank, which 
proved a matter.of greater facility. 

On the 18th, the fire was kept up, and at. 
‘four o'clock in the evening the breach was 

racticable fer five or six men abrcast; Lat 
it was still of rather difficult access. Ìt 
was formed only of the rubbish of the wals, 
without any admixture of earth. It was 30 
feet high, and its base being on an inclined 
rock, it was, of necessity, very steep. The 
enemy appeared above with much resolution, 
aad neither ourartitlery or musketry could 
zepel them, nor prevent them from constantly 
repairing the parapets with sacks of carth, as 
they were levelled by the guns. Orders were. 
-givenfor the assault at five o'clock in the 
evening. 

The column of attack assembled in the 
place, wliich had been formed within thirty= 
£ve toises of the work, pushed on the breach, 
and some galtani fellows actually reached the 
tep : but they were driven down bya shower 
of grenades and hobiis, and their failure de. 
termined the retreat of the column. 

In tis enfortunate afair we lost 120 men, 
Lamseran, Captain of Engineers, was Killed in

In the morning, General Blake advanced at 
the head of 30,C00 men, to raise the siege, 
Marshall Suchet advanced to meet him, and 
gained a complete victory. 

On the 26th, the breach was practicakle for 
20 men a.breast, and we were well established 
at the fant of it, 

The Marshal summoned the gerrison, which 
gurrendered by capitulation, 

The same day we entered the fortress, and 
became masters of a place which had so long 
braved the efforis of the Carthegenian General 
Rognat, General of Division cf Engineers.

PAY OF NAVY OFFICERS. 

Captain Bennet rose to subroita motion 
relative tothe pay of the officers of the 
Navy. In consequence ef the fluctua- 
tion of the foreign exchanges, or rather 
the permanent depression of it against this 
courtiy, the oficers of the Navy on the 
Biediterrancan static», and at Lisbon, ace 
tua:ty suffered a loss ot about 50 per cent, 
on alt pay remaitted io them.
